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Part Il - Written Statement of Reasons for Detention

There is a series of factors | have to look at in determining whether or not there are
conditions of release that will adequately assure your appearance and the safety of the
community.

The first factor is the nature and circumstances of the offense charged and whether it is a
crime of violence or involves a controlled substance. This case involves both a gun and drugs so
those are both negatives.

The next factor is the weight of the evidence. There is a Grand Jury Indictment so that is a
negative.

The next factor is the history and characteristics of the person, including your physical and
mental condition. There is nothing there that would impact on your ability to be placed on
conditions.

Your employmentis a big problem because you have not had employment for years and years.

Your financial resources are not a problem in terms of it does not appear you have substantial
funds that would enable you to flee.

Your length of residence in the community is a positive.

Your community ties are positive.

Your past conduct, which includes history relating to drug or alcohol abuse, criminal history,
and record concerning appearance at court proceedings, are obviously a big problem because you
have substantial convictions and substantial failures to appear.

The next factor is whether at the time of the current offense you were on probation, parole, or
other release. Clearly you were.

The final factor is the nature and seriousness of the danger to any person in the community
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if you were released. | think there are conditions that could be set but | have no confidence that
you are in a position to comply with them because you failed to comply with either probation or

release time and time again, so you will remain detained.
